NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 17th March, 1997 

, S. O. 218 (E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 21 of the Indian Post Offices Act, 

1898 (6 of 1898) the Director General hereby makes the following Order to amend the Delivery of Postal Articles Order, 
1996, namely:— 

(1) This order may be called the Delivery of Postal Articles (Amendment) Order, 1997. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Delivery of Postal Articles Order, 1996 for paragraph 4, the following paragraph shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

"4. The power to exempt. -(1) Where there is a genuine difficulty in complying with the provisions of this order in 
a particular building, the Chief Postmaster General, Postmaster General, Senior Superintendent of Post Offices 
or as the case may be, the Superintendent of Post Offices may, on an application made to him in this behalf, 
exempt the said building from the provisions of this order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and after 
observing the following procedure:— 

(i) on receipt of an application for exemption, the Chief Postmaster General, Postmaster General, Senior 
Superintendent of Post Offices or, as the case may be, the Superintendent of Post Offices, may depute an Officer 
duly authorised by him to inspect tire premises within 7 days of receipt of the application and after giving prior 
notice of the date and time of such inspection, to the person who has made the application. 

(ii) the officer shall report within 10 days from the date of receipt of the application as to whether post boxes could 
be fixed on the ground floor or a community box could be fixed or installed for delivery of postal articles to an 
authorised person. 

(iii) extract of the report shall be given to the applicant who may make any representation within 3 days from the 
date of receipt of such extract of the report. 

(iv) orders on the application shall be made and decision conveyed to the applicant within one month from the 
date of receipt of the application." 

(2) The postal articles shall continue to be delivered at the doorstep of the addressee or at a common place 
agreed to by the caretaker/management of the building/society till the application under sub-paragraph (1) is finally 
disposed of.
